4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts of record taken alone or in combination fail to teach, anticipate, 
suggest or render obvious the claimed invention, as recited in the amended Claim 1, of 
a method for a communication link of causing a remote site "to select one of at least 
three different numbers of errors, associated with respectively different ranges of link 
performance parameters, wherein at the remote site, deliberately modifying a

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prescribed digital code sequence as received by the remote site, by introducing the 
selected number of errors into a prescribed digital code sequence as transported over 
the link from the remote site to a query site". 

Also, amended Claim 7 recites a method for a communication link of "deliberately 
modifying a prescribed digital code sequence as received by a measurement site, by 
introducing a selected one of at least three different numbers of errors, associated with 
respectively different ranges of link performance parameters, into the prescribed digital 
code sequence as looped back over the communication link to the test site". 

Consequently, independent claims 1 and 7 are allowed over the prior arts of 

record. Claims 2-6 and 8-12 are directly or indirectly depended upon the independent 

claims and therefore are also allowable.
